Belgium has recently taken the lead 
in doing away 
with the visum for 
allied nationals. 
Prior to this 
step

Americans ?10, 
which m a n y other countries a r e stili 
doing in retaliation for the American 
visum charge. 


It is almost as if each ft-ite re­ 
quired passports visaed and charged 
ten dollars for each, except that the 
foreign 
traveller would 
be getting 
more for his money. 
With the pres­ 
ent exchange in Austria and Hungary 
it costs more for the passport fut' for 
a two or three day sojourn th::r. the 
| rest of the expense of the tiip.

From Vienna I wanted to ^o to Bu- J

dapest over Easter. 
The Hungarian 
I visa cost 7760 kronen, and 500 more 
for the privilege of returning w Vien­ 
na. 
The visa charge was nominally 
ten dollars, 
but as always 
happens, 
the exchange dropped, so that it ac­ 
tually w a s about twelve. 
Then the 
fare on the boat, an all-day trip on 
thp Danube, w a s seven hundred kron­ 
en. 
A n d that visa is good for only 
jne trip. 
If one wants to go back a 
week or so later the same 7760 kronen 
is exacted.

H u n g a r y one m u s t register with t h e 
police. 
Then the police must be visit­ 
ed again for permission t o leave the 
country.
